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SUBJ: REPRESENTATION ON NAMIBIA BY NNF 

1 . ON JULY 27 FOUR OFFICIALS OF THE NAMIBIA NATIONAL 
PRONT (NNP) CAME TO THE EMBASSY AND REQUESTED A MEETING 
WITH REPRESENTATIVES OP THE CONTACT GROUP. THE NEXT 
DAY THE DCM TALKED TO THE NNF LEADERS EXPLAINING THAT 
IT WAS NOT POSSIBLE ON SUCH SHORT NOTICE TO CONVENE 

A BROADER MEETING AS THEY HAD REQUESTED. THE SECRETARY- 
GENERAL OP THE NNP, K. H. CONRADI, PRESENTED A WRITTEN 
PETITION PROM THE PARTY TO THE FIVE WESTERN POWERS. 

THE PETITION, WHICH THE EMBASSY WILL FORWARD 
SEPARATELY, PROTESTED THE ESTABLISHMENT OP THE 
NEW DAMARA COUNCIL AS A VIOLATION OP THE SAG'S 
COMMITMENT TO THE CONTACT GROUP TO SET ASIDE THE 
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TURNHALLE CONSTITUTION. THE PETITION WARNED THAT 
IP NO MOVE WAS MADE TO COUNTERACT THE SOUTH 
APRICAN MANEUVERS, "THERE WOULD BE NO ALTERNATIVE 
OTHER THAN TO ORGANIZE A NATION-WIDE BOYCOTT" OF 
THE ELECTIONS. 

2. CONRADI ALSO VERBALLY PRESENTED OTHER NNP 
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"DEMANDS" INCLUDING: 

-AN EXPLANATION OF THE SOUTH AFRICAN REACTION 
TO "THE PROTEST OF THE WESTERN POWERS ON THE 
APPOINTMENT OF THE ADMINISTRATOR-GENERAL." 

-SEPARATE MEETINGS BY NNF REPRESENTATIVES WITH 
SECRETARY VANCE AS WELL AS THE OTHER WESTERN 
FOREIGN MINISTERS. 

-PROVISION TO THE NNF OF A FULL TEXT OF THE 
CONTACT GROUP'S DISCUSSIONS WITH SOUTH AFRICA 
CONCERNING THE TURNHALLE CONSITITUTION. 

3. CONRADI SAID THE NNF WAS DISTURBED THAT THE WESTERN 
POWERS WERE MEDIATING BETWEEN SWAPO, THE UN, SOUTH 
AFRICA AND TURNHALLE AND EXCLUDING THE NNF. HE 

SAID THE NNF OBJECTED TO BEING TREATED ONLY AS AN 
"INTERESTED PARTY." CONRADI SAID THE NNF DEMANDS THAT 
IT BE CONSULTED RATHER THAN SIMPLY BRIEFED ON THE TALKS. 

4. ADDRESSING WHAT APPEARED TO BE THE GROUP'S MAIN CONCERN 
AT PRESENT, THE DCM RESPONDED THAT, WHILE WE DO NOT 
RECOGNIZE AS LEGAL THE EXERCISE OF S.A. AUTHORITY IN 
NAMIBIA, THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE DAMARA COUNCIL 

DID NOT CONSTITUTE INSTALLATION OF THE INTERIM 
GOVERNMENT FOR NAMIBIA AS ENVISIONED BY THE TURNHALLE 
CONSITITUTION. THE PURPOSE OF THE INITIATIVE OF THE 
FIVE WAS TO CREATE CONDITIONS FOR A FREE AND FAIR 
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ELECTORAL PROCESS. IF THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE 
DAMARA COUNCIL PROVIDED UNFAIR ADVANTAGE TO THE 
TURNHALLE GROUP, THE NNF COULD BRING THE MATTER TO 
THE ATTENTION OF THE CONTEMPLATED TRANSITIONAL 
ADMINISTRATION WHOSE FUNCTION WILL BE TO CORRECT 
SUCH A SITUATION. THE DCM ASSURED THE GROUP THAT THE 
FIVE ARE ENERGETICALLY CONTINUING THEIR EFFORTS AND 
UNDERTOOK TO REPORT THE NNF VISIT TO THE OTHER FOUR 
WESTERN MISSIONS AND PROVIDE THEM COPIES OF THE NNF 
PETITION. 

5. LATER, CONRADI BROUGHT UP WITH THE POLITICAL 
COUNSELOR THE SUBJECT OF POSSIBLE US FINANCIAL 
ASSISTANCE TO THE NNF TO BALANCE "UN AND US" FINANCIAL 
SUPPORT FOR SWAPO. CONRADI HAD RAISED THIS SUBJECT 
EARLIER IN A CONVERSATION IN WINDHOEK. THE POLITICAL 
COUNSELOR REITERATED THAT THE USG COULD NOT CONSIDER 
SUCH A PROPOSAL. 

6. THE NNF WAS FORMED IN APRIL THIS YEAR AS A 
COMBINATION OF ELEMENTS OF THE OLD NAMIBIAN NATIONAL 
COUNCIL AND THE NAMIBIAN NATION CONVENTION. IT 
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IS ONE OF THE "INTERESTED PARTIES" BRIEFED IN 
WINDHOEK BY THE REPRESENTATIVES OF THE FIVE IN MAY 
AND JUNE. IT CONSISTS OF TEN POLITICAL ORGANIZATIONS, 

INCLUDING SWANU AND SEVERAL DAMARA GROUPS. ESTIMATES 
OF ITS CURRENT POPULAR SUPPORT GENERALLY VARY BETWEEN 
10 AND 20 PERCENT. 

7. COMMENT: WE WILL CONSULT WITH THE OTHER FOUR MISSIONS 
ABOUT RECOMMENDATIONS TO THE CONTACT GROUP ON WHETHER AND 
HOW WE SHOULD RESPOND TO THE NNF APPROACH.
